At the end of the summer, Department of De- 


fense officials admitted publicly that the depart- 
ment had fallen far short its recruitment goals 


for this year. (The Army is expected to meet or 


exceed its re-enlistment goals, but it is expected 


to fall short by more than 10,000 new recruits, 
or 12.5 percent.) To reverse the trend, re- 
cruiters have been offering more money to 
enlistees, in the form of signing bonuses and 
college scholarships, and pushing to ease both 
age and testing requirements for potential re- 
cruits. But increasingly, recruiters find them- 
selves struggling not only against dismal head- 
lines, but against a growing anti-war move- 
ment that aims to block recruitment on high- 
school and college campuses through a strategy 
they call counter-recruitment. 

“The key thing is action,” says 22-year-old 
Tom Arabia, a New England Conservatory of 
Music graduate who leads campus counter-re- 
cruitment efforts — such as protests, rallies, 
and information campaigns — in the Boston 
area. When he “dorm-storms” on the North- 
eastern University campus, knocking on stu- 
dents’ doors and asking them how they feel 
about the war, more than half say they disap- 
prove, Arabia reports. “People want to do shit 
right now. When counter-recruit, hit 
the military where it hurts. It’s getting them 
right in the jugular.” 

Counter-recruitment forces will also wage

DC, on December 6, when the 
Supreme Court debates whether, under the terms 
of the Solomon Amendment, the government can 
deny federal funds — in the form of student aid or 
research grants those colleges and universi- 
ties whose law schools limit military recruitment. 

The case, Rumsfeld v. FAIR, applies only to law 
schools, which almost uniformly include sexual- 
orientation clauses in their anti-discrimination 
policies. Such institutions have in the past 
balked at affording the military — which dis- 
criminates against gays and lesbians with its 
“Don’t Ask, Don’t Tell” policy — the same re- 
cruitment assistance they give to other, nondis- 
criminatory employers. But today, all but three 
law schools (Vermont, William Mitchell, and 
New York Law School) in the country have buck- 
led under the Solomon Amendment, which 
mandates that institutions of higher education 
give military recruiters equal access to students 
— or risk losing a lot of money (not just at the 
law school, but university-wide). Harvard, for 
example, stands to lose more than $300 million 
if federal money is pulled. 

“It’s about whether schools can refuse to be 
an agent of government discrimination,” says 
law professor Kent Greenfield, who lead- 
ing the legal charge against the Solomon 
Amendment with the Forum for Academic and 
Institutional Rights (FAIR). “The government is 
trying say that they can force their way 
campus way federal funding. It’s pun- 
ishment of law schools for the failure to be pa- 
triotic enough in the eyes of Congress.” 

“As much as the government tries to portray 
its position as a plea for equal treatment, it is 
nothing of the sort,” FAIR’s Supreme Court brief 
reads. “It for exceptional treatment 
—a demand to be the only discriminatory em- 
ployer that law school will assist.” 

Versions of the Solomon Amendment have 
been around since 1994, when the law was in- 


did not allow military recruiters 
campus. (“These colleges and universi- ¢ 
ties need to know that their starry-eyed 
idealism comes with a price,” one of the 
amendment’s co-sponsors said at the time.) 
However, the law’s parameters have widened 
over the years, and since 9/11, they have been 
vigorously enforced. (Calls to local colleges and 
universities elicited similar robotic responses 
from school officials, all variations on one 
theme: This institution allows military recruiters in com- 
pliance with federal regulations.) 

And although FAIR v. Rumsfeld applies only to 
law schools, Greenfield thinks the decision will 
have implications for undergraduate campuses 
and high schools, where yet another fight is tak- 
ing place. Many teenagers — and their parents — 
are surprised to learn that as part of the already- 
controversial No Child Left Behind Act, students’ 
names are automatically included in recruiter 
databases unless a family places their child on the 
equivalent of a military do-not-call list. The 
Boston Public School District has been proactive 
about letting parents know how to opt out, issu- 
ing several public announcements and sending 
letters home. (More than 2000 students out of 
about 20,000 removed their names from re- 
cruiters’ lists for the 2005-’06 school year.) But re- 
cruiters still have far too much access, says Leave 
My Child Alone co-founder Megan Matson, who 
says she was “outraged at [the policy’s] inclusion 
piece learning legislation. 

“| think parents need to be a part of that, be- 
cause there’s much more at stake than that,” 
Matson says on the phone from San Francisco, 
where city voters passed an anti-campus-recruit- 
ment-policy proposition on November 8. “This is 
really about combat.

non-execution puts capital 
punishment 


Virginia governor Mark Warner 
postponed on Tuesday the nation’s 
1oooth execution since the Supreme 
Court reinstated capital punishment 
in 1976, by commuting the sentence 
of Robin Lovitt to life in prison for 
the robbing and murder of Clayton 
Dicks in 1998. Lovitt was due for exe- 
cution on Wednesday at 9 pm; the 
dubious honor of number 1000 now 
shifts to Kenneth Boyd, due for exe- 
cution in North Carolina on Friday, 
December 2, at2am. 

Warner’s move was celebrated, 
interestingly, by both supporters 
and opponents the death penalty. 
Conservatives had come to Lovitt’s 
aid behind none other than former 
Clinton-hounding special prosecu- 
tor Kenneth Starr, who represented 
Lovitt on appeal. Starr supports the 
death penalty, but argued that this 
was a Clear case of injustice: among 
other things, a county administra- 
tor accidentally destroyed the physi- 
cal evidence in Lovitt’s case, making 
impossible DNA testing. 

Make no mistake, Starr and other 
conservatives are all for killing peo- 
ple in the name of justice. But — like 
Mitt Romney pushing a mistake-

has learned that preventing wrong- 
ful or questionable executions is crit- 
ical to justifying capital punish- 
ment, says David Elliot, spokesper- 
son for the National Coalition 
Against the Death Penalty in Wash- 
ington, DC. “Allowing this execution 
to go forward would have eroded the 
public’s confidence in the Virginia 
death penalty,” Elliot says.

The impending execution of 
Stanley “Tookie” Williams, sched- 
uled for December 13, has also 
drawn national attention. 
Williams, co-founder of the Crips 
gang, became a cause célébre after 
renouncing gang life in the early 
1990s. A who’s who of Hollywood 
lefties — including Jamie Foxx, who 
played Williams in the 2004 biopic 
Redemption — has petitioned Holly- 
wood rightie Arnold Schwarzeneg- 
ger for clemency.

In all of this renewed attention 
to the death penalty, perhaps the 
most important event was the re- 
lease in mid November of a state- 
ment from the US Conference of 
Catholic Bishops (USCCB). While the 
conference has been on record 


against capital punishment for 
quarter-century, this 11-page docu- 
ment calls for renewed effort and fo- 
cus — framing it as a “Culture of 
Life” issue. 

This was welcome news from 
many Catholics who wondered why 
this issue has taken a back seat to 
abortion and euthanasia. More im- 
portant, it’s already having an effect 
on the public debate, says Richard 
Dieter, executive director of the 
Death Penalty Information Center in 
Washington, DC. Conservative 
Catholics like senators Rick Santo- 
rum of Pennsylvania and Sam 
Brownback of Kansas have made 
public statements saying they are re- 
considering their positions on the is- 
sue. “And remember,” says Dieter, 
“there may be a majority of Catholics 
on the Supreme Court soon.”

WOE, CANADA 


Canada is raging! Quietly, but still. 
With Liberal prime minister Paul 
Martin’s government felled by a no- 
confidence vote on Monday, our 
neighbors in the Great White North 
can look forward to some down- 
and-dirty politicking between now 
and January 23, when the next par- 
liamentary elections are slated to 
take place. 

Thus far, there seems to be no 
connection between Canada’s 
shake-up and the troubling slogan 
— “Providing emotions since 1534” 
— that Quebec, that hotbed of 
Francophone separatism, has used 
to market itself lately. Instead, the 
troubles Ottawa stem from the 
Liberal Party’s immersion in the 
fetid muck of scandal. In the 
1990s, under different leadership, 
a Liberal government paid almost 
$90 million to government-friendly 
advertising agencies in Quebec, 
which had almost voted to secede 
in 1995. The ostensible purpose was 
to drum up favorable PR for the 
government in Ottawa. As it 
turned out, though, little work 
was actually done — but scads of 
cash were kicked back into the Lib- 
eral Party’s coffers. 

Revelations these question- 
able payments have been damaging 
enough. But Stephen Harper, the 
leader of Canada’s conservatives, re- 


high, 


Quebec’s Liberals to organized 
crime — a charge that was promptly 
denied, complete with threats of lit- 
igation, from the Liberal camp. 

Since Canada has a parliamen- 
tary system, the current campaign 
season should be a doozy. The Liber- 
als still top the polls, garnering sup- 
port from 36 percent of voters. (How 
many of these are Bush-hating 
Americans who fled north after 
Election Day 2004 is unclear.) But 
the Conservatives are a close sec- 
ond, with 31 percent. And while the 
separatist Bloc Quebecois and far- 
left New Democrats have consider- 
ably less support, they could make 
or break any newly assembled coali- 
tion, Judging from Martin’s state- 
ment on the fall of his government 
—“Ambition overwhelmed com- 
mon sense,” he said — things stand 
to get nasty indeed. (By Canadian 
standards, that’s some seriously 
overheated rhetoric.) 

It’s been widely noted that this 
is the first time a Canadian govern- 
ment has been brought down bya 
no-confidence vote. But readers in- 
clined to jingoism and schadenfreude 
should go easy on the gloating. Af- 
ter all, turnout in Canada’s last fed- 
eral election was 60.9 percent — an 
all-time low for the Canucks, but 
still higher than the 2004 US total of 
60.7 percent, which represented a

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Tell Someone Who Cares 
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Oprah Winfrey’s epochal appearance on 
the Late Show with David Letterman, after years 
of acrimony between the two television ti- 
tans, is huge news this week. But Rocky 
Twyman, even as he heads to the Ed Sulli- 
van Theatre to witness “the healing of the 
wounds” firsthand, dreams of even bigger 
headlines. Oprah extends olive 
branch to the gap-toothed gabber, 
Twyman is campaigning to get her nomi- 
nated for the Nobel Peace Prize.

“This is the first time that there’s been a 
grassroots campaign to get someone a Nobel 
Peace Prize,” says the 56-year-old PR consult- 
ant from his home in Rockville, Maryland.

Oprah one person whose charitable en- 
deavors — from her child-predator watch 
list to her $10 million donation to Hurri- 
cane Katrina relief — could help bring it 
about. “I’m a churchgoer. People may 
make fun of this, but God just really woke 
me up one night, and! started writing 
about this campaign,” he says. And he’s 
confident he’ll reach his goal of 100,000 
signatures, which he'll deliver to Jimmy 
Carter (who could then nominate Oprah 
the Nobel Committee) by February 1. 
“Eventually, I think an entertainer is 
gonna get that prize,” Twyman says. 

Meanwhile, another citizen is toiling 
tirelessly for a somewhat more attainable 
goal: getting Jack Benny on the forthcom- 
ing 39-cent stamp. Laura Leff is launch- 
ing a multi-pronged attack to get the pen- 
ny-pinching funnyman — who always 
swore he was not a day over 39 — stuck on 
letters across this great land.

When she’s between 
contracts, she makes it a full-time job. 
Surf the Internet and find count- 
less others who agitate on behalf of 
celebrities. The site FreeKatie.net aims to 
wrest Katie Holmes from Tom Cruise’s 
clutches. Sites like petitiononline.com 
and petitionspot.com make easy for 
fans to save stars from themselves. (Or at 
least sign petition instructing them to.) 
One page pleads with Lindsay Lohan 
please “pick up a sandwich and eat it, or 
ice cream, or any food...” Another un- 
dertakes a doomed quest to save Nick and 
Jessica’s marriage. (Too little, too late.) 
Why do they do it? “This has been a 
horrific year, man,” Twyman 
says. “You see these people 
suffering, and it breaks 
your heart.”

And 2002 when repeated gaffes 
acting governor Jane Swift, who’d taken over 
when Cellucci left for ambassadorial post, 
threatened end the Republican monopoly 
Romney swept and kept the streak intact. 

action Voters know that Democrats 
are going have firm control over both leg- 
islative branches, when it’s time pick 
executive, they tap Republican stand watch 
over the Democratic hordes and keep them 
from running amok.

was moment both remarkable and uncom- 

fortable. There, on the night of November 21, 

was Bob Woodward looking nervous and dry- 

mouthed, trying defend his hard-earned 

legacy all people suddenly aggressive 
and sharp-elbowed Larry King. 

“So it’s quid pro quo,” said the cable schmooze- 
meister his old pal Woodward, snappily summing 
the reporter’s symbiotic relationships with his 
high-powered sources. When Woodward countered 
that was able wring three and half hours in- 
terviews out President George Bush for his 2004 
book Plan King retorted: “Doesn’t that give 
him edge with you?” 

There was great deal finger-pointing aimed 
Woodward in the wake of the November 15s revelation 
that remained silent about his conversation with 
administration official about CIA operative Valerie 
Plame, as the “Plamegate” scandal exploded into a 
high-level indictment and journalist’s jail term. But 
none more damning than the charge that the re- 
porter who once helped topple president had turned 
from fearless outsider to cozy insider, from White 
House watchdog Beltway house pet. 

“It just looks really bad,” said Rolling Stone con- 
tributing editor Eric Boehlert interview with 
Woodward’s paper, the Washington Post. “It looks like 
what people have been saying about Bob Woodward 
for the past five years, that he’s become stenogra- 
pher for the Bush White House.”

“I wish I were wrong, but to me Woodward sounds 
has come long way from those shoe-leather 
days and maybe path that does not 
become him,” declared Village Voice media critic Sydney 
Schanberg, column written more sorrow than 
anger. 

This burst somber but serious criticism Wood- 
ward genuine journalistic icon for three decades 
and symbol the power and prestige the main- 
stream media: may mark the closing distinct and 
important chapter American journalism. 

Watergate exploits inspired genera- 
tion starstruck baby boomers flock the news 
business and yielded movie starring two 
Hollywood’s leading men, Dustin Hoffman and 
Robert Redford.

Apparently 


caught flatfooted, Woodward was left confirm 
Felt’s identity only after the story had been fodder 
for nonstop cable-news coverage. 

Then, mid November, the Washington Post re- 
vealed that in June 2003 Woodward had what he 
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senior administration official told him that Valerie 
Plame was a CIA analyst working on WMD; that 
Woodward had just testified about that before spe- 
cial counsel Patrick Fitzgerald; and that he had 
failed mention the conversation his Post bosses 
until October 2005. 

Compounding Woodward’s trouble was late- 
October appearance Larry King’s CNN show 
the eve Fitzgerald’s indictment Lewis 
“Scooter” Libby which downplayed that in- 
vestigation and denied that was sitting 
even “firecracker” concerning the 
Plame case. 

Woodward’s secretive behavior and his decision 
keep the Plame conversation himself subse- 
quently earned him round loud reprimands. 

interview with Post media writer Howard 
Kurtz, executive editor Leonard Downie Jr. said 

Woodward had “made mistake” not revealing 
what knew his editors. The paper’s ombuds- 
man, Deborah Howell, weighed with disapprov- 
ing column which she described Woodward 
someone who “comes and goes pleases, mostly 
writing his best-selling books what happens be- 
hind the doors power. allowed keep 
juicy stories himself until his latest book un- 
veiled the front page the Post.” 

Woodward’s unique role the Post reflects the 
perils the star system that prevails some news- 
rooms. (The New lengthy postmortem 
Judy Miller’s role the Plame affair made clear 
that she too was high-profile employee who oper- 
ated different rules and standards from her col- 
leagues.) interview several years ago, former 
Atlanta Journal-Constitution editor Bill Kovach said the 
“star system” was becoming reality business 
“in which the economic imperative brand 
the product.” 

Jill Geisler; who heads the leadership programs 
the Poynter Institute, says the media star culture 
“can problem the person’s journalistic skills 
and character are somehow compromised the 
fame that accrues them. There are number 
management challenges. It’s It’s opportuni- 
ties for other people. It’s communication.” 

Woodward, who has apologized the Post for 
keeping mum about Plame, may repair his relation- 
ship with the paper. The bigger challenge his rep- 
utation comes from the perception that the chron- 
icler of official Washington, he’s lost his reportorial 
bite and independence. 

It’s surprise that whoever chatted with Wood- 
ward about Plame was source for Plan Attack, his 
book about the war Iraq, that he’s now work 
another book about Bush’s second term. He has, ac- 
cording Wikipedia, written co-written more na- 
tional nonfiction bestsellers, than any other modern 
American writer. And it’s the allegation that has 
paid price for the access the politically powerful 
unparalleled our own time that dogs his career. 

A1992 series he co-wrote for the Post about Dan 
Quayle triggered many complaints that was too 
soft its subject that Kurtz wrote story chronicling 
the backlash. Salon piece written after the publica- 
tion Woodward’s 1996 book, The Choice headlined 
STENOGRAPHER THE STARS Christopher Hitchens de- 
scribed Woodward “an author whose books are 
written his sources.” Christian Science Monitor re- 
view of Woodward’s 2002 tome, Bush at War, war corre- 
spondent Philip Smucker attributed Woodward’s un- 
willingness draw conclusions “hedging his bets 
for the next book. understands that Washing- 
ton, access still more important than analysis.”

Lucy Dalglish, executive director the Reporters 
for Freedom the Press, says that given 
the federal government’s post- 9/11 clampdown 
access to documents and information, investigative 
oo are ever more reliant on “leakers and so- 

alled whistle blowers.” Yet, she recently attended a 
aaats seminar in which many participants were 
openly worried about the crackdown sources. 
“It’s a concern,” she says. “They don’t like to see 
anyone going to jail. They don’t want to see anyone 
put the position outing their sources.” 

Veteran New Yorker writer Seymour Hersh, a former 
Woodward tennis partner and journalistic competi- 
tor during the Watergate era, remains one the na- 
tion’s leading investigative journalists. brief in- 
terview, he addressed the assault on sources in his fa- 
mously cantankerous style: “This not good for 
profession. want all away. Bye, bye.” 

And some journalists seem truly upset their 
growing sense that Woodward had finally succumbed 
power rather than speak truth it, surveys suggest 
the public unfortunately pretty much views that 
standard operating procedure for the media. 

In June 2005, the Pew Research Center For The 
People And The Press found that only percent said 
that news organizations “are pretty independent,” 
while whopping percent believed they are “often 
influenced powerful people and organizations.” 
Citizens have been surveyed that question over the 
course years, and those are the most unflatter- 
ing numbers yet. 

Such sentiments lend weight Danny 
Schechter’s observation that “mainstream media 
losing its credibility there’s whole new media 
movement bubbling citizen journalists and 
the blogs.”

The daily 
and news flogged the shocking 
arrival deadly meth Boston. Southie’s 
state rep Brian Wallace staked out Con- 
gress Street front the suspect build- 
ing, placing himself before every camera 
and reporter talk about meth. One day 
after the discovery, the state Senate passed 
long-dormant bill making harder 
obtain key ingredient for meth-making. 

was perfect example how Boston 
overreacts peripheral even 
imagined drug problems while ignoring 
the widespread ones. 

You may recall similar hoopla back 
August, when Boston Herald photographer 
caught man injecting heroin Boston 
Common, and the man subsequently died. 
the stories some time ago about Oxy- 
Contin robberies area pharmacies. 
Mayor Thomas Menino’s tale last year 
about heroin dealers luring youngsters 
printing cartoon characters drug bags. 

All these stories prompted great 
hue and cry, and promises action. They 
were all then quickly forgotten, even the 
local substance-abuse problem worsened: 
overdoses heroin and other opiates 


caused 574 deaths in the state in 2003, 
topping motor-vehicle deaths for the first 
time. And state officials believe the prob- 
lem only getting worse (numbers for 
2004 are still being compiled). 

was surprise that, after several 
days the spotlight, the Southie-meth- 
lab story disappeared particularly after 
the Boston pretty well debunked the 
meth angle last Thursday. The only men- 
tion since then was Boston Herald editorial 
last Friday saying that the “possible” 
Southie meth lab demonstrated the need 
for state action curtail use that drug. 

Nobody should doubt the intensely de- 
structive nature crystal meth, which has 
gained foothold the area, particularly 
among gay men. (See “All methed up,” 
News and Features, December 17, 2004.) But 
health officials here have done ad- 
mirable job spreading information and serv- 
ices, and have thus far kept meth usage 
from exploding into large-scale problem. 
The most recent Office National Drug 
Control Policy profile Massachusetts calls 
meth low threat Massachusetts.” And 
labs certainly aren’t the problem here the 
Drug Enforcement Agency (DEA) has found 
only a handful of meth labs in the state ever, 
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mostly tabletop boxes make small 
amounts for personal use. (The DEA has 
found labs its entire Northeast territory 
this year, from 2004.) 

Meth, while enjoying its status drug 
abuse’s latest cover boy, isn’t as much of a 
problem Massachusetts heroin, Oxy- 
Contin, and crack cocaine. 

Just as attention to the meth-lab story 
died down, the Massachusetts Health Policy 
Forum (MHPF) released paper detailing the 
actual scope the drug problem Massa- 
chusetts, and the shameful ongoing failure 
response.

Donovan (Epic/Legacy) — so it’s time to give 
him his due. Often dismissed light- 
weight Dylan for being too airy-fairy and 
too embarrassing relic the hippie era, 
he was, when he was good, both distinct and 
representational, performer who ingested 
and then reflected the temper the times. 
And if his two best releases, Sunshine Superman 
(’66) and Mellow Yellow (’67), are period pieces 
whose pleasures give off musty smell, the 
same could said Sgt. Pepper. lot rock 
was proudly adolescent, but Donovan, who 
comes che Somerville Theatre this Sun- 
day, sometimes gave the impression 
wanting remain prepubescent, and his 
vague evocations wonderment 
land had the sickly ambiance over- 
heated nursery. That was just one aspect 
his persona, however. He was also a Beat 
poet the guise seductive crooner, and 
think was (and that alone would make 
him good spokesman for his generation), 
could still lot fun.

nothing before since. signature Dono- 
van song tempered rock-like aggression 
with light touch; the best was deli- 
cate music with spine. “Sunny South 
Kensington,” for one, cobbled together so 
many then-contempo influences that 
couldn’t help sounding sui generis. But 
eventually the keepers were outnumbered 
the inanely wispy, and for every song 
that reminds what clever boy could 
“Epistle Dippy,” “Hurdy Gurdy 
Man”), there’s handful where the pre- 
ciousness layered with abandon and 
the results are just too bloody twee.

single event the past decade has 
done more for New York free jazz 
than the annual Vision Festival. Dozens 
CDs have been recorded festival concerts. 
Besides raising the profile musicians 
who’ve been marginalized the main- 
stream media, the artist-run event has 
provided forum for allied artists various 
media which explore the common 
underpinnings 
their art directly with their audience. 
Boasting ambitious agenda brought 
off shoestring budget, the Vision Fes- 
tival has survived longer than all 
handful artist-run events improvised 
music. And it’s celebrating its 10th an- 
niversary with Vision Volume 3 (Arts for Art), 
CD/DVD package primarily music 
from the 2003 festival. The set features 
New Yorkers like bassist William Parker, 
pianist Matthew Shipp, and trumpeter 
Roy Campbell, like-minded Midwesterners 
including tenor-saxophonist Fred Anderson 
(Chicago) and multi-instrumentalist 
Roscoe Mitcheli (Madison), New Orleans 
tenor Kidd Jordan, and more than others. 
Interviews with some the participating 
artists make clear that the art’s liberat- 
ing qualities its moral thrust im- 
portant its creators the created object. 
The extra-musical aspects are more ex- 
plicit some pieces than others, but liber- 
ation, the impulse shock the audience 
into awareness, lead higher spiri- 
tual consciousness, implicit the mu- 
sic’s vibrancy, its urgency, and its ener- 
gized complexity. Although the bands and 
the dancers have lot common, the 
music quite varied from group group. 
Tenor-saxophonist Anderson and bassist 
Harrison Bankhead improvise intricate 
counterpoint knotty phrases and gruff 
blues sounds that sweeps you along with 
its logic and its momentum. Vocalist 


Thomas Buckner makes more explicit use 
Western classical influences improvisa- 
tions with saxophonist Mitchell and percus- 
sionist Jerome Cooper. Both the Roy Camp- 
bell-Joe McPhee Quartet and the Andrew 
Cyrille Trio with Parker and Jordan offer 
strong soloing but also exceptional group 
interplay. its sprawling and unruly joy, 
Parker’s tribute to the late singer Jeanne Lee 
featuring large group men and 
women different ages and ethnicities 
comes closest realizing the musical and 
social spirit the festival. 

Most the same bands appear the 
DVD, though all the music different. Ap- 
pearing only the DVD, Jin trio, 
with Kim on komungo (a Korean stringed 
instrument), Parker on doso’ngoni (an 
African harp) and Billy Bang violin, mix- 
world-music elements.

How 
else anzsthetize the psyche-split- 
ting agony being funny and not funny 
the same time? being parodic ha-ha 
hard-rock band who actually and seriously 
rock? Of being, as it were, simultaneously 
post-modern and pre-modern? With ab- 
surdity draped over every power chord, and 
smirk every lyric, still there’s head- 
banging the front row. Perhaps it’s ha- 
headbanging who can tell? Yep, bring 
down the booze curtain, lower the heavy 
velvet this torment sophistication. 

But that’s just me. The members the 
Darkness themselves, and in particular 
frontman Justin Hawkins, appear to have 
been gifted with tolerance for the most 
advanced and perilous states irony. 
the lip the stage, arm raised god-like 
over a roaring guitar, Hawkins will break 
off and sniff his own armpit. The English 
band’s second album, One Way Ticket to 
Hell... And Back (Atlantic), continues their 
unblinking voyage into the preposterous, 
this time with the sub-Thin Lizzy-Bad 
Company-AC/DC guitar posturings and vo- 
cal tweakouts bedded improbable 
There are layered Queen har- 
monies, prim and venomous; mega-expen- 
sive guitars; a drum sound fat and swollen 
with bullion. renegade falsetto 
and obsessive-compulsive punster lyrics 
(“Is it just me, or am! all on my own 
again?”) are even more lovingly showcased, 
his quaint melodic instinct, which 
“Girlfriend” conjures more Strawberry 
Switchblade than does Whitesnake. 
But that’s by-the-by. This effervescent 
enormo-rock, and the Darkness will con- 
quer again. They’ve got rid the cadaver- 
ous, unconvincingly head-scarved bassist 
and replaced him smart move with 
roadie. Nothing can stop them now. 

the heart the Darkness are the 
Hawkins brothers: Dan (guitar) and Justin 
(vocals, occasional guitar). From the east- 
ernmost town in England, snoozy Lowest- 
oft, in sodden, agricultural Suffolk, they 
launched their imaginations, projecting 
gaudy pantomime rock against the 
sky. One leads off with the title 
track, whose first seconds feature 
ominous choral drone, some chilly puffs 
Andean pan pipe, chop- 
ping sounds, and prolonged nasal inhala- 
“It was dusty old night,” mus- 
Hawkins with red-rimmed nostrils, “and 
song. Pan pipes the Andes cocaine. 
Get it? Just case you didn’t, presses 
home the point with, uh, lines like 
“chewing face off, talking absolute rub-

bish” and “now septum tatters.” 
may the best hard-rock song about co- 
caine since Buckcherry’s “Lit Up,” with 
broad and breastbeating “Highway Hell” 
chorus. 

Dan Hawkins not quite master 
negative space like AC/DC’s Angus Young, 
whose riffs those mighty chunks the 
monoliths out the primordial boredom 
Australia. But can make his guitar 
crunch. “Black Shuck,” off 2003's Permission 
To Land (Atlantic), about a folkoric English 
dog beast (“Black Shuck! Black Shuck! That 
dog don’t give fuck!”), was authentic 
post-Young power rock, with touch Axl 
the electrically stuttering “nih-nih-nih- 
nih-nih-nih-NO!” There’s nothing that 
meaty One WayTicket; the glittering pati- 
its production puts closer For- 
eigner the epically despised Swedish 
pop-metal heroes Europe. “Seemed like 
Good Idea the Time” even proper sop- 
py ballad, emotionally obese, without one 
joke it. Then again, baring his heart and 
vowing “cross thousand miles 


broken glass hands and knees” 
about the most perverse move Justin 
Hawkins could make. 

The rocking jester god, riding ice- 
berg cliché, role that Hawkins 
was born play. Just look his face. 
Above: the broad angelic Peter Frampton 
forehead, emerging like the sunrise from 
waves golden hair. Below: the rabbity 
Freddie Mercury overbite, the teeth 
carrot-nibbling trickster, suggesting mis- 
chief and riddles. And has the sort 
arced, tiny-buttocked physique that they 
stopped manufacturing around 1975, ap- 
propriate for jumpsuits and unitards. 
(During typical show he’ll through 
three or four.) The man’s a classic-rock 
Frankenstein. top he’s thinning bit, 
but that’s just more grist for the mockery 
mill: the new track “Bald” (“From what 
I’ve been reading/The scalp needs knead- 
isa moody odyssey through 
hereditary hair loss that seems include 
the shameful purchase bottle Ro- 
gaine.

on? Does it mean any- 
thing all? It’s nothing new, course 
Hard-rock fans have long been self- 
ing. Put your average metalhead next toa 
and he’s paragon hu- 
morous awareness. English mock-met- 
allers Wolfsbane, heavier but only slightly 
less comedic than the Darkness, de »d 
their fans in the ’80s with T-shirts that 
read “Howling Mad Shithead.” saw one 
Slayer show once, right next shirt 
that read “Slatanic Wehrmacht.” And what 
are the ever-popular “devil horns,” the an- 
cient mano cornuta imported into metal 
(so he says) Ronnie James Dio, but a pair of 
quotation marks put around particu- 
larly ripe slice of bombast? Lemmy and the 
Nuge and Bon Scott men nimble wit, 
touch with the ridiculous, the comedy 

f overstatement. Even Ozzy, dragging his 
vast and empty depression, managed to 
write “Fairies Wear Boots.” You can sum 
the whole approach with the title one 
Motorhead song: “Killed Death.” 

But these men were the originators: 
they were making up. The difference 
with the Darkness that they and 
are part the karaoke generation, 
dumped on our bottoms at the end of rock 
history, with all of the great musical ideas 
last years shifting and circling 
around blue-lit zombie dance. 
Choose one, prog-rock sprog-rock psy- 
chedelic ska-billy, and sing along. Dan 
Hawkins famously realized his 
frontman potential one night Lowest- 
oft pub when saw him doing karaoke 
version “Bohemian Rhapsody.” “Bismil- 
lah NO!” thundered Justin into the coiled 
pubsmoke, through honking disco speak- 
ers, and suddenly trapdoor flapped open 
in Dan’s mind — futurity beamed back- 

And five years later, Roy Thomas Baker 
enlisted produce their second album 
— the very same Roy Thomas Baker who 
manned the boards for “Bohemian Rhap- 
sody” back the day. Can imagine 
what might have been going through the 
mind the aged Baker decorously 
adjusted the levels around the hooligan oc- 
taves of Justin Hawkins’s voice? We can’t. 
The layers historical irony are too com- 
pacted. makes the head hurt think for 
long about the Darkness, which why 
and don’t care how much money they of- 
fer me — I will not be joining this band.

JIM HALL AND DAVE HOLLAND 
QUIET, PLEASE, WE'RE SWINGING 


Coming now his 75th birthday (December 4), 

Jim has never sounded more That’s clear 
enough on his forthcoming duets CD, Free Association, 
with pianist Geoffrey Keezer (on AristShare, only 
the late show the Real 
Deal Café week ago last Friday night (the opening 
three-night stand), playing with duo partner Dave 
Holland, he took “mainstream” jazz to the limits, 
harmonically and rhythmically, and proved himself 
adept electronic effects the most volume-drunk 
young shredder. 

Hall, especially when doesn’t have heard over 
drummer, likes his volume low. the Real Deal when 
played comping chords for Holland’s solos, the pitches 
barely sounded above the click plectrum against 
strings. fiddled with the volume knobs his guitar 
all night, squeezing infinite gradations pianissimo out 
his tone colors. he’d turn flick the chorusing ef- 
fects box that sat his amp. From solo solo, section 
section piece, textures would thin, thicken, dou- 
ble, from lemony-tart single-note runs oily, glycerine 
phrases chords that hung the air like droplets 
dew leaf. 

Hall and Holland were great foils they chuckled fre- 
quently (“When you play with Dave Holland,” Hall said 
one point, “you know that you just hang everything 
will turn out all right”) and grunted approving yeahs 
each other. was the audience that got the laugh 
Hall’s opening “Dream Steps” (based “You Stepped Out 
Dream”), tricky extended boppish line, played 
unison, with witty little stop time built into the last 
phrase. Holland’s time sure that you feel his swing 
pulse even he’s stepping out walking fours with or- 
naments and passing figures. The call-and response pas- 
sages, the bluesy “additive” rhythmic phrasing, series 
viscous ascending triplets from Hall, and the stomp 
Holland’s heel during his own “Whirling Dervish” all kept 
the quiet night moving, and engrossing.

TIESTO 
TURNTABLE TECHNICIAN 


This year Tiesto, from Breda Holland, stands 
the number-one DJ in the world, at least according to 
thedj-list.com. week ago Tuesday performed 
Avalon club three-quarters full and demonstrat- 
why rated highly. does not play his sets 
a DJ booth, out of sight, but on a stage, where he and not 
the dancer the center attention. His set brimmed 
over with technique, technique, and more technique. 
And his sound was the Europop and techno-beat main- 
stream, long familiar. The crowd loved it. Tiesto is tire- 
less. moves from quick cuts soundboard distor- 
tions, often layering the two; jumps from deep beats 
skimpy, cool melodicisms; drops some voice 
samples; changes the texture his beats. Often 
seems all these almost once. The music boils 
and rolls, frenzied, rarely catching its breath. How 
manages hold his fireworks show together puzzle. 
Yet does and the same time keeps the beat, like 
jazz drummer doing one those exhausting entire- 
drum-kit solos that elicit volleys audience applause. 

The problem with Tiesto’s approach, least 
demonstrated Avalon, that two hours exhaustive 
drum-kit soloing has little with the undulating, 
soulful rhapsody that disco, and that making him- 
self the focus, takes back from the dancers the primacy 
that disco gave them and that was one disco’s most 
important innovations. disco, the music emanates 
from every part the club, from all its speakers, en- 
veloping the dancer and spotlighting him her. Tiesto’s 
music emanated from him alone. There stood, with 
two turntables and sound box front and black screen 
back (behind which kept his 12-inch singles; every 
often the stage lights would darken retrieved 
more vinyl from that stash) and video screens either 
side him, which one could see him, now with his 
headset the ears, now out. His face remained expres- 
sionless, almost zen its calm wreaked his cease- 
less furor. Turntable magic was; disco wasn’t.

They have a way of pushing lo- 
fi savants like Iron & Wine’s Sam 
Beam out of the comfort of their 
bedroom studios and into full-band 
situations where they feel at home 
experimenting with varied 
arrangements. 

Not that Calexico could ever be 
accused of ironing out anyone’s 
kinks. If anything, Joey and John 
have a knack for encouraging ec- 
centricities while framing the re- 
sults against familiar if often sur- 
prising Americana backdrops. 
Beam, whose talent is for painting 
sad little pictures of everyday life 
and filling them with unsettling 
details and revelations (“I met my 
wife at a party when I drank too 
much/My son is married and tells 
me we don’t talk enough”), doesn’t 
spare anything here. Played as a 
waltz with pedal-steel accompani- 
ment and whispered vocals, 
“Prison on Route 41” is, as he sings 
it, “home to my father, first 
cousin, and son.” And that’s just 
the first line. “Red Dust” is the 
kind off desert blues Calexico can 
play in their sleep. And the loose 


vocal harmonies come together so 
Naturally on the closing lament, 
“Dead Man's Will,” you can’t help 
hoping these forces will collabo- 
Tate again.

Budd Boetticher, the subject of a mini-ret- 
rospective at the Harvard Film Archive, isa 
unique figure American film. special- 
ist that most classical, most despised 
Hollywood genres, the Western, he did his 
major work within five-year period (1956- 
1960) that saw the peak of American com- - 
mercial cinema and the beginning its 
decline. his films, the classicism that 
era finds expression conscious archaism 
(what Boetticher described as the “1920s” 
photographic style The Rise and Fall Legs 
Diamond, his best film), explicit defini- 
tions heroism and responsibility, and 
the loving repetition gestures, situa- 
tions, and lines dialogue. 

It’s as if he wanted to encapsulate, ina 
series small films that flew far beneath 
the radar the serious cultural commenta- 
tors their day, all the potential the 
Western tragic and elegiac discourse 
the absurdity and brevity life. This will 
classicism shows that Boetticher per- 
ceived the genre was its end. his 
heightening violence, his proud humor, 
his reluctant turn to television, and 
his self-imposed exile (to Mexico, 
make the film considered his 
masterpiece), became the Holly- 
wood director whose career most 
sharply anticipated and suffered 
from the fall Hollywood.

cohabitation, one technological and 
mighty, the other primitive and power- 
less, both, seems, doomed extinction.

“The mentality 
has completely changed,” I’m told locals. 
“Killings are way down. In fact, everyone wants 
peace.” And everyone I meet is charming and 
hospitable to this traveling Bostonian, urging 
spread the word potential visitors. 
was in Medellin as a guest speaker for a cul- 
tural-journalism conference, the sole Ameri- 
can, lecturing about film criticism in the USA. 
“I come from an anti-intellectual country,” I 
offered, in my pessimistic rambling, “where 
critics are perceived negative snobs who 
claim some special knowledge and speak in an 
elitist way. Even college students prefer the 
runaway democracy of the Web, where ‘every- 
one’s a critic,’ with its thousands of amateur 
sites. Americans get what most seem to want: 
optimist, philistine president who barely 
speaks English.” 

The audience chuckled at my anti-Bush jab, 
though Colombia is the rare Latin country today 
where the government aligns with Washing- 
ton.

Heads tales 


Crowns celebrates church hats

Far from uneasy lie the heads that

Making art out refuse hardly new think 
urinal bicycle-seat bull. 
Alarm Clock artistic director Sally Dennis looked 
for versatility content while coordinating 
materials for the show. She looked for “pieces 
that could tell more than one story. Some pieces 
show the vulnerability people, and some 
them are just plain funny.” More than dozen 
writers and filmmakers contributed pieces 
based Found objects including Steve Al- 
mond, Bill Donnelly, and Peter Fernandez. 

But the show is no mere collage; it's struc- 
tured around entries extracted from notebook 
lost by a teenage girl.

The Mills Gallery’s Drawing Show gets the wiilies

Now old enough fight the war terror 
were person, the annual Drawing 
Show the Boston Center for the Arts’ 
Mills Gallery approaches its second decade 
reinventing itself for its own form 
combat. Traditionally mega affair with 
scores artists competing for precious 
space, it’s pared down and beefed up. This 
year’s exhibit, culled from nearly 300 peti- 
tioners, has scaled back to a modest 14 — 
since four the participants work 
together pairs. With few exceptions, 
like Necee Regis’s postage stamp-sized air- 
planes and Kirsten Rae Simonsen’s draw- 
ings girls and birds, the participants 
weigh with single very large work. 
What’s more, each artist draws directly 
the walls (or floors or columns), so it’s 
work that won’t last. 

Very often the appeal drawing, 
opposed oil painting, the same that 
sculptor’s maquettes movie direc- 
tor’s outtakes: you get see how some- 
thing more permanent and finished gets 
planned for and made. We’re witness 
the artist’s hand the spontaneous mo- 
ment creation the line that corrects it- 
self, the recursive exploration out of which 
image takes shape. One the ironies 
this year’s show doubt result 
the proposal process that required appli- 
cants submit scaled-down versions 
what they’d execute how premeditat- 
many the best drawings look. Instead 
appearing discoveries captured the 
act their making, many them seem 
formal and complete. 

Joseph McVetty III’s the Victors the 
Spoils towering 10’9”) wall- 
sized work gouache and graphite depict- 
ing four men white shirts and cowboy 
hats, with six-guns in holsters and other 
ambiguous signifiers like military rib- 
bons, various attitudes and activities 
around the prostrate body large dog. 
The colors are muted the shirts are al- 
most indistinguishable from the white 
wall that from distance the piece looks 
like ancient fresco. McVetty uses the ex- 
treme lightness his palette draw you 
in, and only then, you’re standing just 
inches away, does gradually, almost re- 
luctantly, reveal its bizarre imagery. The 
four men are identical, not just in their 
attire but their interchangeable, white- 
moustached faces and lumberjack

physiques. One them looks from the 
left holding a small, cudgel-like object; 
another squats over the animal wielding 
half-hidden knife and holding second 
cudgel. The two clones who face forward 
look down the dog, but they’re not just 
looking. Each has unzipped his fly and 
directing his urine onto the dog’s body. 

this point you might perceive that 
the dog has had feet chopped off, and those 
turn out the two “cudgels” the 
spoils. Add that the effect those iden- 
tical, fully exposed, near-erect penises and 
the effect intense and unsettling, both 
for the piece’s brutal content and for the 
proximity demands. coerced into 
vicarious participation ritual that 
matter fact macabre. The two uri- 
nating men stand motionless pillars, 
and the streams urine arc arrow-like 
their target. The onlooker sports cache 
amputated legs sack his back; the 
butcher with the knife might taken for 
tying his shoe were not wearing cowboy 
boots. tend think violence, espe- 
cially these days, fueled passion and 
resulting chaos. forget its other face: 
dispassionate calculation. 

Violence takes different turn Amy 
Ross’s similarly sized (11’7” by 9’8”) pencil- 
and-ink Garden. With its harmonious and 


expertly drafted depiction flora and 
fauna, fungi and birds, subtly nuanced 
shades brown, this piece reads like 
scientific illustration from centuries past. 
Except that it’s funny. Limned with 
painstaking detail, the furious, open- 
mouthed head famished chick (my 
guess robin) rises out the velveteen 
cap of a tremendous mushroom; elsewhere 
gentle lamb’s head appears grafted onto 
plant. Yet not far beneath the sur- 
face this made slice the unnatural 
world looms the idea genetic manipula- 
tion that shares with the Victors. 
McVetty’s mutants fare murderous pack 
homo sapiens with identical DNA; 
Garden, the mutations cross species and 
phyla with initially playful and ultimately 
not playful results. Yet both in- 
stances the genetic high jinks take place 
the service dysfunction, slaughtered 
pet, the bird that will never fly. 

Variations the concept the natural 
order perverted unseen and unimagin- 
able forces can traced other contribu- 
tions, even when the works enjoy the light- 
hearted look big cartoons. Magda Fer- 
nandez’s anything for dog nothing more 
than huge (11’3” yellow bunny 
gleefully clutching good-natured terrier 
that wears the expression contented ca- 


nine resignation. Were that 
the whole story, it wouldn’t 
be worth much comment, 
but the shimmering, high- 
tech, incandescent style in 
which bunny child and 
hapless dog have been ren- 
dered takes the piece out 
the realm book illustra- 
tion and into the space 
eerie, ambiguous meaning. 
While looking it, 
anything for dog seems 
trying disappear. It’s 
been fashioned as a vast, 
pixelated outline, import 
from Adobe Photoshop, 
with barely enough pixels 
accrue shape and deliver 
form. left wonder 
whether the bunny figure 
might not actually lit- 
tle girl, whether the dog 
imagined actually depict- 
ed, whether the glee you 
think seeing the 
expression the bunny 
might something omi- 
nous instead. The swaths 
neon yellow that fill the 
microscopically dotted out- 
line suggest sunlight, fleet- 
ing and brilliant, yet the 
sunlight allows for neither visual emo- 
tional clarity. What you see what you 
may may not getting. 

Neil Bender’s Pleasure Tower 
(done pink Latex paint called “Unspo- 
ken Love”) looks like aerial view 
doll orgy the interlocking forms suggest 
plastic tongues and thumbs, ears and feet, 
backsides and bellies without ever once of- 
fering identifiable form. The result 
tumultuous but sweet after all, what 
harm can come after hours 
devolves into Plato’s Retreat? Katherine 
Desjardins’s Anamorphosis, 
black-and-gray drawing acrylic and ink, 
looks like children’s-book illustration be- 
ing stretched and sucked into black hole. 
imaginary landscape while all appear elas- 
ticized and distended, being pulled 
toward point return. 

Elsewhere, Tory Fair has painted imagi- 
nary field boundaries the Mills floor. 
Jessica Doyle contributes kind comic- 
book version Paul Gauguin’s venons- 
nous? Que sommes-nous? allons-nous? Nathan 
Lewis positions fragments tilting towers 
against different wall. And the teams 
Nicholas Santore and Valerie Ferus and Anna 
Hammond and Amy Jean Porter contribute 
their versions urban graffiti.

But along 
comes 35-year-old Venezuelan pianist 
Gabriela Montero, who played her first 
concerto with the extraordinary 
Bolivar Youth Orchestra Caracas when 
she was eight making her New 
York Philharmonic debut in March), and 
her Rachmaninov Second Concerto with 
Benjamin Zander and the Boston Philhar- 
monic had those very qualities unsenti- 
mental freshness, spontaneity, rhythmic 
vitality, and supreme technical mastery. 

Montero plays with big, open-hearted 
tone that she can also scale back the 

most delicate, scintillating flights fan- 
tasy, meditative quietude, which the or- 
chestra Sanders Theatre times over- 
whelmed, though Zander’s warmth un- 
derplayed the tendency conductors 
turn this concerto into mere showpiece. 
and Montero made believe the con- 
certo actually expresses complicated feel- 
ings: melancholy, passion, playful humor. 
The last movement’s famous “Full Moon 
and Empty Arms” theme had the lilt and 
lift dance rather than the mush the 
song Tin Pan Alley turned into. special 
highlight was Bruce Creditor’s eloquent 
phrasing the tender clarinet song the 
slow movement, which Montero echoed 
with equal, unsappy inwardness.

The stimulating program began with 
Sofia Gubaidulina’s inventive Concerto for 
Bassoon (Adam Smith) and Low Strings 
(three cellos, three basses). When Drury 
cailed John Luther Adams’s solitary and time- 
breaking waves, for four tam-tams, 
“hideously loud,” some chose lis- 
ten from the lobby, from which could 
see those remaining inside Williams Hall 
holding fingers their ears. Carl Rug- 
gles’s brief but powerful Mood: Prelude 
Imaginary Tragedy got richly rugged per- 
formance from violinist Gabriel Boyers 
and pianist Tanya Blaich. Drury intro- 
duced Pierre Boulez’s bewitching and 


(1949) saying has “more notes per 
square inch than you can imagine.” Taka- 
and flutist Jessi Rosinski not only 
played but also made hang every 
one them. 

Twice! Because two weeks later, the 
Boulez opened Drury’s Callithumpian Con- 
sort concert (his independent new-music 
group with many the same personnel), 
and felt even shapelier, since Takagi and 
Rosinski had already taught the shape. 
Boulez’s radical dynamic and timbral veer- 
ings were followed the eerie gossamer 
Ligeti’s 1969 Ramifications Drury 
leading string players, each playing 
different part, half them tuned quar- 
ter-tone higher than the rest. This image 
eternal inconclusiveness ends with 
shocking (but satisfying) long one-note 
buzz the solo bass violin joined dog- 
whistle high-pitched violins and quiet 
pluckings before fading into nearly 
minute complete silence. 

Drury jumped another years Ian- 
nis Xenakis’s Epicycles (1989), single- 
movement cello concerto with the impres- 
sive Benjamin Schwartz (who was just ap- 
pointed assistant BSO artistic adminis- 
trator Anthony Fogg) and small chamber 
orchestra (four strings, four winds, four 
brasses). Deep-rooted folkloric memories 
surface through the engaging 2oth-centu- 


fiendish early Sonatine for Flute and cacophony. begins with growly duet 


for cello and echoing bass before extended 
dark-toned solos for the cellist create tilted 
tunes one staccato note time. 

The most recent piece, Paul Elwood’s 
Stanley Kubrick’s Mountain Home, which dates 
(appropriately) from 2001, mixes art song, 
modern chamber music, and hootenanny. 
The title comes from Elwood’s dream 
about looking into canyon and seeing 
the cabin where Kubrick was born. Elwood 
wrote his own poetic text, including 
spoken recitation paragraph his 
mother’s 1982 lunar observation. Soprano 
Ilana Davidson’s clear bright voice was 
pure moonlight, but had hard time 
making out the words even was trying 
read along. Elwood played ban- 
and sang gravelly refrain; master 
fiddler Matt Combs played tunes originally 
recorded for this piece the legendary 
C&W composer John Hartford. 


The BSO itself has also been featuring 

contemporary American music its 
recent concerts. The pre-Thanksgiving- 
weekend program was scheduled cele- 
brate landmark birthdays two elder 
statesmen, Schuller (80) and 
George Perle (90), surrounding their 
pieces with familiar Mozart (the Haffner 
Symphony) and Debussy mer). But 
James Levine, perhaps responding com- 
plaints that his concerts have been too 
long (“the possibility overtaxing both 
the orchestra and the audience,” 
wrote his program note), decided 
the two pieces alternate 
evenings, unfortunately eliminating any 
radio broadcast the Perle. 

Perle’s 25-minute Transcendental Modula- 
tions (1993) apparently suffered some 
technical mishaps, though without 
score hand couldn’t tell. first 
hearing, found hard sort out the un- 
derlying structure tempo modula- 
tions. Still, was hypnotized the con- 
tinuous unfolding texturally elegant 
almost-narrative emerging from and re- 
turning dark silence, fabulous Arabian 
Nights journey, including Sheherazade-like 
passages for solo violin, hints waltz, 
bouncy playfulness with stop-and-start 
double takes, ominous threats, and, above 
all, pervasive sense elegy, one theme 
Tchaikovsky’s “None But the 
Lonely Heart.” 

Schuller’s earlier Spectra (1958) plays 
around with orchestral spaces, the instru- 
ments organized about the stage five 
mixed chamber groups (each one combin- 
ing strings, winds, and brasses), with two 
surrounding sections strings and per- 
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cussion. Nothing was where you expected 
be. the time you figured out where 
the sounds were coming from, they were 
was like trip the zoo: first 
day roaring, bellowing, and nervous 
bleating from every direction; then 
night mysterious birdsongs (alto flute) 
and birdcalls (oboe) piercing starry 
blackness. catastrophe 
leaves wake chirping and growling 
before the sudden final explosion. Levine 
has recorded this piece, but it breathes bet- 
ter the hall, where the spatial relations 
add crucial, otherwise imperceptible di- 
mension. The performance attended was 
on Schuller’s actual birthday, November 
22, and looked dapper natty yellow 
sports jacket received the warm 
round applause. 

The unprissy Mozart sprang life from 
its very first bars, with their energetic oc- 
tave leaps and soft, caressingly “bent” re- 
sponse. clockwork Andante and min- 
uet with slower-than-usual trio preceded 
the final zippy Presto. mer (three 
phonic sketches” from 1905, only two years 
before Picasso’s breakthrough Demoiselles 
had many intersecting angles 
and overlapping waves; 
missed, slightly sour trumpet “exit” open- 
ing night was small blemish the hero- 
brass annunciations. The second-move- 
ment “Play the Waves” had slithery 
shimmer. The finale, “Dialogues the 
Wind and Sea,” built to virtually martial 
excitement. The most beautiful playing 
was flutist Elizabeth Rowe’s pliant, insin- 
uating siren song. The BSO program book 
quoted from the reviews for La mer’s 1907 
American premiere, which the BSO played 
under the great Karl Muck. The Boston Ad- 
vertiser’s Lewis C. Elson wrote, “We clung, 
like drowning man, the few frag- 
ments the tonal wreck.” 

A week later, Levine conducted the 
East Coast premiere work the BSO 
commissioned with the Los Angeles Phil- 
harmonic, Peter Lieberson’s Neruda Songs, 
his gorgeous and loving tribute his 
wife, mezzo-soprano Lorraine Hunt 
Lieberson. Each the five poems the 
composer selected from Chilean poet 
Pablo Neruda’s 100 Love Sonnets poems 
praising his beloved, celebrating their 
love, fearing lose her 
me,” Lieberson writes, “to reflect a differ- 
ent face love’s mirror.” The scoring 
transparent but inventive; complete with 
subtly seductive bossa nova maracas. Like 
the poems themselves, the music both 
mysterious and open-hearted, with 
old-fashioned, rapturous directness. 
Lieberson feels free repeat line 
phrase word. The opening words the 
third song, “No estés lejos solo 
dia” (“Don’t far off, not even for day,” 
poet Stephen Tapscott’s lovely transla- 
tion), return with increasing urgency 
the middle and the end the song. 
They’re central image for the entire cy- 
cle, until the last song (“My love, die 

and you don’t — ,/My love, if you die and 
I don’t — ”), about the “little infinity” of 
their time on earth together, arrives at an 
acceptance the ongoingness love 
even after death.

But before then? In 1857 the chorus was 
made up of some 600 voices. At Symphony 
Hall this past Sunday there were 32, and the 
orchestra numbered just 30. That was a com- 
forting sight, and though the program book 
was unforthcoming which version were 
hearing (or for that matter whose particular 
scholarly edition), better that than another 
one those legalistic tangles that discussions 
of the “real” Messiah so easily turn into. 

The actual 


benefitted no end 
from Llewellyn's 
here-and-now pres- 
ence. Hovering over 
the notes was a 
sense of momen- 
tum and steadily 
heightening emo- 
tional pitch; the al- 
lotted time span, 
two and three-quar- 
ter hours, 
seemed just right. 
The opening or- 
chestral Sinfony 
hinted at what was 
to come. Too often 
those anxious dou- 
ble-dotted figures, 
with almost as 
much silence as 


sound to them, come off as so many disruptive 
speed bumps. Here they were palpable intakes of 
breath. “What comes next?” they said. 

If it was a high-end vocal tournament — one 
of Messiah's immemorial attractions — you were 
looking forward to, the rewards were ample. 

Bass Kevin Short coped manfully with a part that 
requires a singer be agile and commanding. 
When a choice had to be made, he plumped for 
the latter. “Why do the nations so furiously rage 
together?” sounded angry hell, mere neatness 
playing no part in it at all. The young Eritrean so- 
prano Awet Andemichael, with a basic vocal col- 
oration that was fast-spinning and half tart, half 
sweet, sped through her coloratura; her manner 
was ingenuous. By comparison mezzo Krista Riv- 
er was Stylistic urbanity itself. No one on stage 
sang English half beautifully, and she was es- 
pecially canny at filling out her sound in those 
nether regions where Handel makes life so 
difficult for light-voiced altos. Whenever the line 
ascended, the sun came out. A treasurable 
artist. Tenor Nathan Granner had lots of oppor- 
tunities to display a fiery animal vigor, and he 
seized them. 

The choral singing was of solo quality 
throughout, and one of the quiet pleasures was 

hearing some ripping I'll-be-darned details spring 
to the surface. In “All we like sheep” the chorus 
tossed off something that was both a bona fide 
ornament and a bona fide bleat. There were no 
long faces in this crowd.

Neruda Songs joins a small list of memo- 
rable contemporary American love-song 
cycles: John Harbison’s Mottetti Montale 
and North and South (both which Hunt 
Lieberson has also performed), Yehudi 
Wyner’s This Most Voluptuous Night 
(William Carlos Williams), Andy Vores’s 
acidic anti-romantic Six Songs on Poems by 
Margaret Atwood. Ovations followed, 
many hugs, many kisses. After all, this 
was all about love. 


The concert began with crisp, playful, 
and appropriately sinister/grotesque rendi- 
tion Richard Strauss’s tone poem Till Eu- 
lenspiegels lustige Streiche (“Till Eulenspiegel’s 
Merry Pranks”), horn players James Som- 
merville and Richard Sebring deserving 
their solo bows, and ended with a glowing, 
flowing, tender yet teasing and intricately 
detailed performance Mahler’s Fourth 
Symphony. Levine really liberates his play- 
ers, expressive, characterful, three-di- 
mensional playing came not only from the 
usual suspects concertmaster Malcolm 
Lowe, oboist John Ferrillo, timpanist Timo- 
thy Genis but also from harpist Ann 
Hobson Pilot and the often too-reticent 
clarinettist William Hudgins. 

What better way following songs 
about earthly love than with music that de- 
picts the blissful transition from earth 
heaven? Unfortunately, an illness in her 
family forced German soprano Dorothea 
cancel her second scheduled

Along with his friend Jack Skinner 
the Concord Police Department, he’s one of 
the only police sketch artists Greater 
Boston. moonlights, freelancing for po- 
lice departments Cambridge, Arlington, 
Framingham, Medford, and Somerville 
whenever they call him. 

Often showing precincts late 
night the bitter cold, talks 
old ladies through detailed descriptions 
their attackers, coaxes telling facial features 
from sobbing rape victims. fills out 
mimeographed Identification Fact Sheets. 
Toos: sketches and erases and 
sketches some more, shading the sallow 
complexions and sunken cheeks imagined 
faces. All the hope that that one detail, 
drawn just so, will salient enough for 
someone else recognize, enough for some 
detective beat cop catch their quarry. 

“It’s very hard thing do,” Miller says. 
“I’m drawing something that’s someone 
else’s mind.”

favorite artists? 

“Nope.” 

Does draw his spare time? 

“No. got five kids home. time 
very limited. All I used to do is cartoons. 
Used to do cartoons of people, draw the guys 
work. Used pretty much bust balls.” 

What about comic books? Any favorite 
cartoons growing up? 

“Nope. Nope. No. None. None. I never 
read comic books. Mad magazine, though. 
used to get that. Jeez, there’s some great 
artwork in Mad magazine. I used to study 
that. When they do movie stars, those pic 
tures are right on.” 

About years ago, Miller got sick 
sign-painting business.

those double-edged swords. Someone 
will look sketch and go, ‘Oh, well, 
that’s not the person.’

‘Does the guy look five-foot-seven?’ And 
people are funny. They’ll say, ‘Well, he’s 
not long hair you. sometimes it’s 
difficult.” course, even when the draw- 
ing spot-on, there are problems. “We can 
put sketch out guy with mustache, 
and knows we’re looking for him, 
shave the mustache off.” Ali the same, says 
Pasquarello, “Sketches help. They elimi- 
nate lot suspects.” 

Because, says Miller, “it doesn’t even al- 
ways have look like the guy. Sometimes 
you just give the detectives direction 
in. drawing for Cambridge few 
weeks ago. thought the girl honest 
opinion, she saw the guy, but she’s not de- 
scribing this guy all, This just isn’t 
working out. But continue with the draw- 
ing anyway. don’t think got anything 
here.

FACE THE TRUTH 

Miller, his hair clipped high and tight 
around his ruddy face, his brawny frame 
spangled with patches and fixed with 


Inside are familiar Art 101 tools: Bristol 
board pad, tracing paper, blue Staedtler 
pencils varying hardness, kneaded 
erasers, shading stumps, fixative. 

got scrapbook his own drawings 
which, when compared to actual mug shots, 
are all astoundingly accurate. has refer- 
ences jog interviewees’ memories, too. 
wire-bound flipbook called Identikit has im- 
ages every conceivable human facial fea- 
ture and hairstyle. separate three-ring 
binder, obviously decades out date, filled 
with page after page ugly mug shots 
hoodlums whose hair and dress straight 
out the and ’7os. They’re classified and 
subdivided highlight various features 
each glum visage: “Wide-Set Eyes” “Flared 
Nostrils” “Average Chins.” Trouble is, peo- 
ple don’t much look like that anymore. 
Miller also put together homemade folder 
his own, filled with photocopied magazine 
photos Britney and various Backstreet 
Boys, help him better draw “all the new 
kids, and all the new kids’ hairdos.” 

Like does with every drawing, Miller 
plastic ruler, he measures out and scores a 
4”-by-6” rectangle, bisecting vertically and 
horizontally. eighth inch from 
the center line and one and three-quarter 
inches apart, makes two marks: pupils. 
One and one-eighth inches down from the 
center line notches the bottom nose. 
Five-eighths inch from that, horizon- 
tal line marks a mouth. Then, his big, cal- 
loused hands grip short stub pencil 
and start sketching delicately. 

tell people we’re just looking for 
shapes,” says. “Only looking for shapes. 
Everybody looks different, every human be- 
ing. But all comes from the same block. 
Everyone. There are three different head 


shapes: triangular, which most peo- 
ple seem pick and round. Some people 
have blockhead whatever the case may 
be, but that’s basically what start with.” 
His pencil limns chin gentle, elliptical 
arcs, seemingly delicate eggshell. 

Features come next. And how accurately 
they’re drawn depends, course, how 
accurately victim witness noticed them 
the first place. And some are more recog- 
nizable than others. show people ears 
Identikit] but for some reason, unless 
they have huge ears, long ears, they don’t 
know.” Eyebrows too. “Unless they’re bushy 
there’s something distinctive, scar, 
they’ll just say basic eyebrows. People usual- 
give you something the nose. 
Say average nose.” 

But, says Miller, “It’s not always about 
the face, believe not.” gives his 
first drawing, the guy the puffy parka, 
example. was the jacket that was 
his undoing. “We got him with just those 
few features the jacket, the ears, the 
haircut, the nose. could have eyes, 
for all intents and purposes.” 


THE PENCIL MIGHTIER 
It’s difficult pin down precisely how many 
forensic artists use computers these days. 
Computers have obviously revo- 
lutionized law enforcement. In- 
terconnected databases have led 
countless more arrests cases 
that might otherwise never have 
been solved. But this area, 
they’re not always the best tools. 
“You can tell computer 
drawing right away. You see 
and will very perfect and 
very fake the same time,” says 
Miller. points newspaper 
clipping showing two composites 
the still-at-large MetroWest 
rapist. One is his own, drawn for 
the Westborough police, showing swarthy 
guy with deep-set eyes, forehead worry lines, 
thatch thick hair, and textured five-o’- 
clock shadow. The other computer-generat- 
ed. looks surreal, pair two-dimen- 
sional dead eyes had simply been grafted onto 
formless lump silly putty. 

“This perfect example, awright?” 
says. “What are looking at? you ever 
see that guy walking down the street, 
gimme call. ’Cos like see him myself. 
But that’s what the computer came 
with. looks nothing like real person.” 

Computers don’t sound like real people 
either. One aspect sketch artist’s craft 
that’s often overlooked his her role 
sort facto therapist. “Sometimes 
you have female who’s been brutally 
raped, and just doing the drawing gives 
them their power back and makes them 
feel better, makes them feel like they’re 
doing something,” Miller says. 

The traumatic cases are tough him. 
“The last rape had was very disturbing. 
Even though I’m police officer, still have 
And just felt bad for the girl. 
almost cried, y’know?” And, fora moment, 
seems like might. “But, believe 
not, there are some real brave women out 
there. girl, she was very upset 
the beginning, but had her laughing 
the end it. just change the subject. 
talk about the Red Sox. Ask what kind 
music she likes, whatever the case may be. 
Boyfriend? you have kids? just try 
off the beaten path little. you 
cup coffee? Want for walk? Want 
out and get some air?

It’s not hard picture. Miller peppers 
with questions concoct imaginary per- 
petrator, putting his face together with fea- 
tures picked random. does, his affa- 
ble nature and his surprising affinity for al- 
ternative rock shows forth. “Gimme hair- 
do,” says. “What kind hair

It’s not only someone’s ability blaze 
criminal’s facial features other quirks on- 
their cerebral cortex that makes useful 
drawing. always ask people how 
Miller says. say, can’t insult me, but 
how old you think Iam?’ Usually, they 
say I’m under 4o, which nice.” they can 
gauge his age, their perceptions are probably 
trustworthy enough work 

But, “sometimes doesn’t work out. 
tell people right away, doesn’t work out 
it’s not your It’s very hard thing 
do. couldn’t draw family from memo- 
ty.” Then again, some witnesses are very as- 
tute and very particular. “This one girl 
was art major, she gave good de- 
scription the hat. was kinda like, 
you wanna this drawing, you want 
it?
